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turning to Parliament Mr. F. W. Brady. As Mr. 
Brady has avowed himeelf “a sincere Protestant,” 
it is to be supposed that his return to Parliament will 
be a triumph to the Protestant religion; but as, on 
the other hand, Mr. Brady's most vehement 

are of the Catholicseligion, we should infer this to be the 
religion of the citizens of Dublin. As it is generally 
understood, however, that the citizens of Dublin are 
not exclusively either Catholic or Protestant, we are 
forced to the conclusion that by the religion of the 
citizens of Dublin Alderman Curran only meant, ifhe 
had any meaning at all, the lively belief in the pro- 


lowed him. Alderman Reynolds's speech was chiefly 
occupied in explaining how it came to pass that he 
was now merely proposing Mr. Brady instead of be- 
ing a candidate for the city himself. Mr. Reynolds's 
explanation of this knotty point reminded us of Lord 
Palmerston's celebrated speech on the Don Pacifico 
business; a speech which utterly and irremediably 
confused in those who heard it, any few ideas that 
they might have previously formed on that intricate 
question. All we can make out of Mr. Reynold’s expla- 
nation is that ten days ago, on his return from Galway, 
it was represented to him that “ other men of his re- 
ligion and politics would poll more than he could ;” 
whereupon Mr. Reynolds with a self-sacrificing spirit 
which has few parallels since the days of Curtius, 
replied—“ So anxious am I to see Liberals returned 
for Dublin, that if you select a Roman Catholic of 
Liberal opinions like myself, who will vote for the 
ballot, for the extension of the suffrage, so as to in- 
clude the artizan class, and above all for the improve- 
ment of the jury laws, I will not only retire but 
I will take off my coat to work, in order to secure 
his return.” We must say that this explanation 
leaves us much more in the dark than we were before; 
for inasmuch as the prescribed conditions were not 
fulfilled, and the objectors found no Catholic of Mr. 
Reynolds advanced opinions ready to come forward, 
the natural inference would bethat Mr. Reynolds was 
free to act on his original intention, and would share 
with Mr. Brady the honours and perils of a 
contest. As he has not done this, the only 
point that we can make out clearly in the 
whole transction is that the objectors to Mr. Reynolds 
acted the part of the dog in the manger: they would 
not let Mr. Reynolds stand, and they would not 
bring forward a candidate in his place. Indeed, 
there is a second point which we think we make out 
with some degree of certainty, and it is this: that it 
has been found impossible among the respectable 
Roman Catholics of Dublin to find one who would 
accept the Radical programme which would entitle 
him to become the colleague of Mr. Brady. If this 
inference be correct, it is one which gives us entire 
satisfaction. It is one, moreover, which is not with- 
out instruction both for Mr. Brady and for the gen- 
tlemen who manage what is called the “ Liberal in- 
terest” in Dublin. 

The confession with which Mr. Brady commenced 
his speech, indicates how humble an opinion he had 
formed of the strength and the respectability of his 
own party. He had not imagined, it seems, until he 
entered the room that morning, “that so influential 
a meeting would have assembled for the advance- 
ment of the popular cause.” To appreciate the full 
force of this damaging admission, it will be necessary 
for the reader to glance at the names of the gentle- 
men assembled ou the platform: We should have 
fancied that the Liberals of Skibbereen or Bal- 
lingarry would have managed to make as good 
a show, had the occasion been to oust a work- 
house schoolmaster, or to elect a dispensary 
surgeon. Mr. Brady proceeds then to discuss the 
question of Reform; and states on this subject an 
undeniable because an identical proposition, viz., that 
the working classes should be enfranchised, so far as 
their education and intelligence justify them in exer- 
cising it. This is the species of assertion designated 
by Locke as “trifling propositions”; ‘and, indeed, 
most of the flattery that is addressed to the working 
classes by their Parliamentary suitors is of the 
kind that plaintiffs in breach of promise cases 
call “ trifling.” When one seeks in Mr. Brady's context 
for any tangible definition of the extent of enfran- 
chisement for which he is prepared, one finds little 
beside a rhetorical flourish, that “it was a dis- 
grace to the Constitution under which they lived that 
the working man, by the sweat of whose brow the 
taxes were produced—the men whose energy and la- 
bour were [indispensable to support the whole fabric 
of the State,—that those men should have no voice 
in the representation of the country.” This is no- 
thing, or it is an argument for universal suffrage; as 
it cannot be denied that the humblest day labourers, 
nay, for that matter, maid-servants and factory 
children, produce the taxes, and are “ indispensable 
to support the fabric of the State.” If Mr. 
Brady does not go this length he ought not to indoc- 
trinate, so far as in him lies, the humbler class of 
people that were listening to him with fallacious and 
revolutionary principles. 

Our space does not permit us to follow Mr. Brady 
through the various topics of his speech. His decla- 
ration on the subject of Tenant Right was free from 
exaggeration so common on that subject, but we 
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hand, and it is possible that Austria may have been 
desirous of ascertaining how the act which she medi- 
tated would be received before she compromised herself 
by committing it. If this be so, Lord Malmesbury’s 
protest was not strong enough, or he failed to make 
Austria understand that the threat which Lord Der 
lannched on Monday last st the Power whic 
should disturb the peace of Europe was addressed as 
much to Austria as it was to France. 

If Austria stands ready to strike, Sardinia no less 
dauntlessly offers herself to the blow. No sooner was it 
known in Turin that the Aide-de-Camp of General 
Gyulai had conveyed to the Court a summons to disarm 
under the pressure of an Austrian army than the Par- 
liament assembled and the Chambers voted /es pleins 
pouvoirs to the King. Constitutional forms were sus- 
pended under the force of immediate national danger; 
and, that the power of resistance may be concentrated, 
an absolute dictatorship was created. There was no- 
thing like flinching in the conduct of the Sardinian 
Chambers, and there is no likelihood of submis- 
sion on the part of the King. We have no hope 
—we have never entertained any hope—that 
Sardinia would yield to this menace; nor is there 
any influential class in this country who would have 
seen with patience so tame a submission to unreasoning 
force. ia can make no other answer to the Aus- 
trian than to bid him come and take the arms he de- 
mands. If the peace of Europe should be saved un- 
broken, it must be by the retractation of Austria, and 
not by the submission of Piedmont. It is again remark- 
able as an untoward result of our present Ministers’ ne- 
cessities that while the youngest Constitutional Monarchy 
in Europe is ready at a great crisis to speak by the voice 
of its Parliament, and to resolve upon acts of devoted 

triotism, the eldest of all Co utional thrones is 
eft without a Parliament, and the English people have 
no tatives to prompt a national policy, or to con- 
trol the course which may be taken the 
of a minority. We believe that if lish opinion 
could now make itself known through the usual 
Parliamen medium, it would speak so loudly 
to Austria that even at this last moment her enterprise 
would be stayed. All that Lord Derby said to France, 
and much more than Lord Derby ventured to say to 
France, the voice of the country would now say to 
Austria. Has she yet ears to listen? Or is she even 
now about in a few hours to demonstrate to the world 
how hollow were her pretences of the Sardinian 
levies by driving them before her Kim rout? Is 
she even now showing how much more she was incensed 
than endangered by the handful of who were 
gathered under the Sardinian colours ? she about to 
prove to Europe the necessity of her offensive movement, 
and the le nature of the attitude of Sardinia, by 
annihilating at one blow she affected to dread, and by 
moving upon Turin by rapid marches ?

But there was one thing he could not 
do.—he could not sit tamely by witnessing placeholders 
and men influenced by their own private views and in- 
terests quietly sliding the people into a terrific abyss 
which now yawned before them: not that he coula not 
do; he felt too much for the comfort of the homes, the 
sweat and blood, and general happiness of the people of 
this country. He then resumed his seat amidst great 
cheering, after which a resolution in favour of Messrs.

There can be little doubt that before this letter 
reaches you the sounds of the Austrian artillery will be 
reverberating amongst the valleys of Piedmont.

Emmanuel, with numerous French divisions within a 
day’s march of his capital, will calmly lay down his arms 
and submit to the domination of the House of Hapsburg, 
the next intelligence we receive from the south will be 
of battles lost and won, unless indeed Austria draws 
back at the last moment and listens to the remonstrances 
which have been addressed to her by the Cabinets of 
England, Prussia, and Russia.

LIFE IN INDIA. 

The special correspondent of the Times, writing from 
Raneegunj, sends the following sketch of life in India: 
The natives are essentially gregarious; rarely or never 
do you see a solitary man or woman, but they march in 

oups, men, women, and children, the first with brass 

utahs, or earthen pots and gourds, and stout long sticks 
and light loads; the last with big bundles on their heads, 
the heavy baggage on their backs. Owing to their food, 
men and women of the lower classes when advanced in 
life become muar thin and pcre «TO Ea 
wrinkles, creases, and hangs in many io 
neice frames, all the muscular fibre is absorbed, and the 
sinews, indurated and gristly, stand out on the surface of 
the bones, the thighs diminish till the femur alone is left in 
a bag of skin covering the cordage of the veins, arteries, 
and muscles. Those who are better off, on the contrary, 
grow fat as they advance in life, so that a man’s pecuniary 
condition might be not quite unfairly estimated by a 
weighing machine—a suggestion I humbly place at the 
disposal of any income-tax commissioners who may be 
hereafter appointed in India. In the fair sex these pecu- 
liarities are distressingly exaggerated. A few yards of 
very thin fine cotton. frequently patched or torn, around 
the lower portion of the person is all the covering which 
these people can afford. As you approach Calcutta, 
turbans disappear, and the natives march about bare- 
headed ; but their scalps are not shaven, and the thick 
crop of coarse black hair, aided by an umbrella of leaves, 
enables them to bear the rays of the sun. ‘The interiors 
of the cottages, so far as one can see them, are very 
poor, and destitute of furniture and utensils. Now and 
then a man of substance passes in his palkea, “larding 
the lean” bearers, and followed by pipe-bearers and bag- 
gage coolies, who jog along swiftly with very odly-shaped 
‘ tin portmanteaus, something like the tea-chests in grocers 
windows. ‘This is the marrying month ; and I met seve- 
ral processions going forth to celebrate them—men 
' and women in yellow or saffron coloured robes, match- 
lock-men, palkees with concealed beauties inside, corpu- 
lent young bridegrooms with the usual serious aspect of 
that evanescent species of man, and luggage which would 
much astonish the London Bridge porters, musicians 
hurrying to assist at the festivities, servants charged 
with the care of nothing more weighty than a parrot, 
and a trail of mendicants of holiness at least a quarter of 
an inchdcep. Sometimes one encounters a native gen- 
tleman going out sporting--that is, a train of elephants 
bellowing melodiously, laden with accessories for the chase 
head a long line of doolies, in which the Nimrods are 
smoking their pipes, and behind them are the falconers, 
with beautiful peregrines perched on their wrists, which 
fly up, and with a quick jerk are brought down again 
as they strive to get away from the approaching 
gharry. The villages swarm with life to an ex- 
tent which, judging from the frequent perform- 
ance and mutual interchange of friendly offices, 
not unfamiliar to the eye of the Spanish traveller, must 
tend to keep the inhabitants in a state of constant ex- 
citement. How the open sheds swarm with little brown 
Cupids and Psyches, without wings or bows and arrows 
or clothes, who behave as most children do under the 
influence produced by the sight of anybody in rapid mo- 
tion, and yell and dance after the manner of the juvenile 
aborigines of Hampstead! All the sheds are shops, and 
go it would seem, as if each man in order to encourage 
trade bought from his neighbour, or sold his little stock 
of rice, grain, dall, ghee, or calico to himself. Long files 
of Affgghans, leading gaunt camels, stride past towards 
the westward, and the elephant shuffles along by the 
electric telegraph posts, suggesting strange contrasts and 
jostlings of ideas in the mind of the reflective passenger, un- 
less he be, as is much more likely, occupied in calculating 
what are his chances of getting a morsel to eat or drink 
at the bungalow where he intends to make his next halt. 
W-hy is the Briton given to destruction, or does he land 
in India with the notion that he is to smite chairs, tables, 
and windows as well as sepoys and refractory natives ? 
Certain it is that in each bungalow there is a notice :— 
“ Whereas the Commander-in-Chief has been informed 
that the property in the public bungalows has been 
wantonly injured and destroyed; officers in command 
of detachments committing such outrages will be held 
responsible for the damage thus inflicted by their 
men.” Generally it would require much ingenuity 
to find out property to injure in those buildings, 
for fhe chairs are always very shaky, and the tables 
oftentimes infirm on their legs. ‘Table-cloths are sel- 
dom, if ever, seen ; the cutlery is obtuse in its steel and 
curious in its bones; the plate is of a yellow metal, 
neither gold nor brass, and the crockery is of great 
antiquity, and of imperfect adaptability to use. The 
conceptions of the Kitmutgar as fo chickens roasted 
á la minute are very crude, and ao isthe rice, but on the 
whole by means of occasional surprises of a bottle of beer 
and a dish of potatoes, life is sustained. And now 
having rumbled along, night and day continuously, 
with many strange caprices of horseflesh to encounter 
and overcome, we see the chimneys of the coal-mines 
near Raneegunj vomiting their black smoke into the 
low air, and our journey is brought to a close at the 
bungalow which serves as an hotel to passengers for or 
from the train. At eleven at night you get into your 
carriage, and sleep as you may tiil you are shoved out, 
long before daybreak, on the platform of Howrah, and see 
the lights of Calcutta dimly reflected in the waters of the 
Ganges.

Such, at least, is Sir Charles Yorke’s version ; but as 
an indication of the régime which is henceforth to pre- 
vail, we ought perhaps rather to look to the statements 
of the Commander-in-Chief. The theoretical system 
which prevails at the Horse Guards could not be more 
clearly described than in the words of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge :—“‘ Any one may apply for admission, and all 
applications are sure to be received, and fairly con- 
sidered.” ‘This scarcely admits of more than one con- 
struction, and it may, we presume, be inferred that a 
candidate, whose family may have fair claims for ser- 
vices performed, will not forfeit his chance of obtain- 
ing indulgence for want of the personal influence of 
distinguished members of society which Sir Charles 
Yorke appears to regard as a sine qud non. 
As a mere matter of fairness, we think it most desirable 
that the rule, as stated by the Commander-in-Chief, 
should be strictly adhered to. Departures from the es- 
tablished regulations ought not to be frequent when 
abundant applications are forthcoming from candidates 
who satisfy the prescribed conditions. Noone will com- 
plain of occasional relaxatious in favour of those who 
can point to services rendered by their immediate rela- 
tives; but concessions made to influence, however free 
from any suspicion of corruption, stand on a totally dif- 
ferent footing. If one ensigncy is to be given on easier 
terms than another because the aspirant happens to have 
an influential friend, the Horse Guards will never get cre- 
dit for the desire to administer its patronage fairly among 
all applicants ; and it isan additional recommendation of 
the principle which the Duke of Cambridge has laid down 
for the management of the army patronage, that, if it is 
strictly acted on, such a trade as that carried on by 
Messrs. Armstrong and Co. will become impossible. 
While influence is required, there will al ways be rogues 
ready to pretend that they are able to supply the article, 
and dupes willing to pay for such assistance. But let it 
once be clearly understood that the Horse Guards looks 
to the personal claims of the candidate and his family 
rather than to the interest which he may make, and the 
business of such firms as Armstrong and Co. will speedily 
vanish. It is very undesirable that the names of men of 
honourable and distinguished character and position 
should be quoted in the letters of a disreputable 
firm as a merchant would refer to the goods he has 
to sell. Quite apart from the least suspicion that 
Captain Mortimer and his friends had the influence to 
which they had pretended, there is a smack of scandal 
about such a letter as this :—*“ Dear Eicke,—All right 
“with Blakeney. Let Mortimer send in another appli- 
“cation at once. I hope for luck with Scarlett.” It 
cannot be pleasant for general officers to find their 
names taken possession of in this way by such traders as 
Mr. Eicke and his confederates ; but so long as influence 
is supposed to be available at all, there is little prospect 
of getting rid of traffickers who will profess to have the 
commodity on sale. It is therefore doubly gratifying to 
be told, on the highest authority, that not only is the 
Horse Guards free from all taint, but that it is a mere 
delusion to suppose that private support is needed to 
gain a fair and impartial hearing for any reasonable ap- 
plication.

Alderman Reynolds proposed the first resolution as 
follows :— 

Resolved—That having the fullest confidence in Francis 

William Brady, Esq., we pledge ourselves to make every 
exertion to secure his triumphant return. 
He would be asked by many persons why that resolu- 
tion was placed in his hands, and he would now reply 
to that question. The moving of the resolution was 
entrusted to him, not because he would discharge the 
duty more efficiently than others, but because the posi- 
tion he occupied gave him a certain /ocus standi which 
others did not possess. The meaning of this was, that 
his humble name had been so long before the public, 
and he had so often contested for the honour of repre- 
senting this city, that, inasmuch as he was not a candi- 
date himself on the present occasion, it came well from 
him to propose another (hear, hear). He believed every 
Liberal in Dublin would say that, as Mr. Brady was to 
be proposed, it was more becoming that he (Alderman 
Reynolds) should propose him than any one else (hear, 
hear). The fact that he now came forward to propose 
that gentleman would be a sufficient answer to those who 
would insinuate for ulterior objects that there was any 
anger existing between Mr. Brady and himself (hear, 
hear). If there were, he would not be there to repeat 
what he had declared at several preliminary meetings— 
namely, that he wonld propose Mr. Brady and call on 
his supporters, and all those who had confidence in him 
to follow his example (cheers). He was not there to 
dictate to any elector of Dublin the course he ought 
to pursue at the coming election ; but the strongest 
proof of his own sincerity was, that he was determined 
to vote for Mr. Brady (cheers). No one would charge 
him with being anxious to monopolise the repre- 
sentation of Dublin for members of his own creed. He 
wished that some Protestant, actuated by the same mo- 
tives that actuated him, would come forward and propose 
a Catholic colleague for Mr. Brady, who would be accept- 
able to the electors. He might be asked, and he had been 
asked repeatedly, why he did not stand for the city 
himself—what was the meaning of his now shrinking 
from the contest ? He would reply to those queries from 
that platform. He arrived in Dublin from Galway about 
ten days ago, with the firm determination of contesting 
the city, taking Mr. Brady as his colleague if he were 
willing to act with him; but on his arrival he heard it 
stated that he would not be able to poll the whole of the 
Liberal electors; but that other men of his religion and 
politics would poll more than he could, and that they 
were prepared to stand if he retired. He replied, I 
don’t believe that any man of my religion or politics 
will poll as many electors as 1; but so anxious am 
I to see Liberals returned for Dublin, that if you 
select a Roman Catholic of Liberal opinions like 
myself, who will vote for the ballot, for the ex- 
tension of che suffrage so as to include the artizan 
class, and, above all, for the improvement of the jury 
laws, I will not only retire, but I will take off my coat 
in order to work to secure his return.” Alderman Reynolds 
then alluded to the recent Pheenix trials, and commented 
on the course pursued by the crown officials. With 
respect to the freemen, they were an important body in 
the city ; they numbered one-fifth of the entire consti- 
tuency, which altogether consisted of about 10,367 per- 
sons, of whom 2,600 were freemen. About 400 of them 
were Liberals, and 2,200 Tories (hear, hear). Of these 
600 were in the rank of gentlemen who might register 
from property qualification. There remained then 1,600 
who would come within the meaning of the lodger clause, 
if the rent did not amount to more than ninepence or a 
shilling (laughter).
